The following is an account by Chief 
Petty Officer John MacKenzie of the: 
Wainwright R.C.8.C. “Exeter”, who 
was chosen to represent his Corps at 
the Empire Meet of Sea Cadets held 
at Camp Ewing nedér Montreal: 

All the contingents except the Aus- 
tralian and New Zealanders, for the 


first British Empire Camp gathered 
at Montreal on the morning of the 
twenty fifth of July and left Windgor 


station for Choisy P.Q. which is a 
short march from Camp Bwing the 
site of the first Empire Camp for Sea 
Cadets. On the train from Montreal 
we got our first chance to begin mak-

of Canada, the Empire and Sweden. 
When we arrived at camp we were 
put into our particular huts and given 
a chance to draw our working togs and 
blankets. After we got slightly settled 
we began getting acquainted with the 
other members of our hut.

boys. They are great 


entertainers and took great delight in 
singing current hits both in Swedish 
and English for us. When we asked 
them what they thought of Canada, 
one lad began to explain how beautiful 
and wonderful a country Canada. was, 
and finally ended up by saying that 
Canada was almost as » Sweden. 
which is the niost beautifal "country in 
the world. It was not long after rub- 
bing shoulders with these ‘six lads 
that the rest of the fellows: had all 
formed a very good opinion regarding 
Swedish people as a:whole. We all 
thought they. were wonderful and they: 
certainly represented thelr country 
well. The purpose of this camp was to 
create good fellowship: and the Swedes 
did more in that line [ think than any 
of the other boys,

were also very popular. They came 
loaded with souveniers which they 


gave out for practically nothing, For 
entertainment one night they put on 
two of the native war dances. These 
proved very papular and after the first 
two they were often called upon dur- 
ing ‘the course of the camp to repeat 
their performances. 

The United Kingdom's hut was right 
next to ours. This of course gave us a 
very good-chance‘to get to know the 
boys from the Old Country or - Ukee 
boys as they were called by our French 
Canadian hut officer.

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THESE MODERN ARTISTS — 

Not being accomplished jin the matter of judging art, or — 
even perhaps appreciating it, we may not be in a position 
to offer too weighty an opinion on the matter of whether mod- 
ern art is good or bad, or indifferent. Like most ordinary 
mortals, when we see a reproduction of a modern art piece, 
and notice in the description underneath how much good 
hard cash someone parted with to gain its possession, our first 
tendency is to throw up our hands in horror, and conclude 
that both the artist and the purchaser were a little unbalanced. 
Of course our snap judgment may be to some extent influenc- 
ed by our own personal traits and by the profession in which 
we are engaged, which calls for a continuous striving for ac- 
curacy and clarity. 

However, we have observed that whether or not we “like” 
modern art, we grasp every opportunity to look at it. Whether 
we are prompted to do so by the same forces that prompt ‘us 
to rush to the scene of calamity (sometimes known as morbid 
curiosity) or whether we actually find something satisfying 
in ‘the hideous daubings is hard to say, our powers of self- 
analysis find this beyond their grasp. But we do know that we 
Look at modern art .. .:we look at it ahead of many things 
which are apparently much more beautiful and which much 
more accurately represent nature. 

Is modern art good? Our answer to this question would 
be of little value. But we do feel that we can help you to form 
your own opinion. One of the greatest problems of this form 
of art is the obscurity of its meaning. So obscure does this be- 
come at-times that even the artist does not name his own pic- 
tures, and at,times critics seem disposed to dispute with the 
creator of the picture over what he has painted. But why 
should we demand that art represent any particular thing? 
Some of our most beautiful spectacles (if we had not seen 
them before) would have little more definition than a piece of 
modern art. Take a gorgeous sunset. If we did not kriow what 
it was, it would appear little more than unorganized but har- 
monious colors, daubed in great streaks and splotches, The lin- 
‘oleum on our front room floor is; ten chances to one, a practic- 
al example of modern art. It’s pattern may not represent any 
particular thing, but its harmony of line and color may be 
such as to wear for years. 

. In the line of fabrics, the, modern artist really runs wild. 
The smart dress may be embellished with a pattern that has 
so far departed from its original inspiration as to be impossible 
to relate to anything known.

CHILD DELINQUENCY 


An army chap called on‘us the other day, and said that he 
would like a few minutes of our’ time. He was, so he stated, 
making some sort of survey. of public opinion on the question 
of child delinquency — its causes and its remedies. 

We made an attempt to hurriedly crystalize our thoughts 
.on the matter and give the man Something of what we thought, 
The results were interesting to ourselves, and we hope inform- 
ative to our questioner, but the process took much more then 
five minutes. ‘ 

Causes were discussed first, and the first that came to our 
mind of course was parent delinquency. Without parent delin- 
quency, child delinquency would be much more rare, The 
child learns from his parents and is in constant association 
with them. Our discussion brought out the fact that there 
may be two main kinds of delinquent parent; the one who ° 
by his own conduct leads the child astray,'and the one who by 
his overstringent regulation leads the child to rebel. 

But that’s not the whole story, for we find that not all the 
children of good families turn out good, nor do all the children 
‘of bad families turn out bad. This irregularity has a thousand 
and. one causes, and obviously just about. as many remedies. 
But, as in the myriad bodily diseases which threaten us ‘the 
two main forms of prevention are to maintain a healthy body 
and to stay away from sources of infection; so with our moral 
life, our first requirement is a strong moral body and our next 
is to avoid opportunities of evil. 

There is no question but that good sound religion provides 
the best source of moral strength. The child who is deprived 
of its benefits is deprived of his greatest barrier against the 
moral ills that so easily best. Then comes the matter of iso- 
lation. This is of course impossible to accomplish with any de- 
gree of perfection, but much can be done.'The child who can 
find constructive, or at least healthy means of occupying his 
time has a much better chance that the child who must while 
it away where temptation is greatest. We have a+clear illus- 
tration of this in the work the Sea Cadets have done in Wain- 
wright. For a time before the group was organized, juvenile 
delinquency was a really serious problem in town, Boys were 
up to real mischief. But the provision of somé other channel 
into-which they ¢ould use the fine energies with which they 
were endowed did: much to relieve the trouble. 

The very energies of mind and body’ which lead a child 
to.seek their expression in mischief can, with proper direction 
be used for constructive purposes. One of the difficulties of 

. our time, for town children in particular, is the fact that labor 
laws demand that they either be lawbreakers by working, or 
spend their time and energies in,any.way that happens along. 

Our inquirer asked us what we thought of reform 
schools, informing us that some of those he had questioned 
had told him that that is where delinquent children should , 
‘be. Our answer was not long in coming. We believe that such 
institutions, except as a last resort, are apt. to do more dam- 
age than good. Forced association. with other delinquent 
children can undoubtedly produce results that no amount of 
discipline can erase. 3. 

So, adding it all up we come to the conclusion that a 
good example on the part of parents, a sound religious footing, 
and a constructive means of occupying spare time afford the 

best hope for reducing our growing child delinquency rates.

The newest Royal Commission—on 
developments in the arts and sciences 
~— began *its investigation of Canada’s 
cultural growth and development last 
week. It probably will take until the 
end of the year before it finishes pub- 
lic hearings in every part of Canada.

Living Costs Up

The Dominion bureau of statistics 
cost-of-living index for June was 
bounced up by seasonal increases ‘in 
food “prices to 162.1, the highest point 
in its history. ; 

The index is baseg on the assump- 
tion. that, 1935-39 costs equal 100. The 
index was 160.5 during May. 

The biggest reason for the jump 
Was @ seasonal increase in food prices 
which '‘statjsticians say make up 31 


per cent of the average Canadian fam- 
ily’s budget. Spurred by increases in 
prices of eggs, potatoes, meat and 
fresh vegetables, the food sub-index 
rose from 202.9 to 207.2. The rent in- 
dex moved from 122.4 te 123.4 and most 
other factors were unchanged. 

Final Contract Year 

The third year of the historic Anglo 
Canadian wheat agreements for long- 
term, fixed-price wheat sales to the 
United Kingdom has ended and the 
contract now. is well into its final year 

Trade Minister Howe reported last 
week that “final transactions to com: 
plete the third year of the agreement 
were concluded on July 27 between the 
Canadian Wheat Board and the im- 
ported cereals division of the United 
Kingdom. Ministry of Foods.” 

During the next 12 months, the Dom 
inion will ship the UK. 140,000,000 
bushels at $2 a bushel, the sanie price 
as in the third crop year, For the first 
two years, Canada got $1.55. 

At the end of the contract, Canada 
will have sold the U.K. some $500,000,- 
000 bushels. Although the Internation- 
al Wheat Agreement—which Canada 
and the U.K. have both' signed—now ig 
in, effect, it will have no effect.on the 
contract for this year.

About the Suggested Business Tax 
H..G. Teskey 

It is probably the height of presump 
tion for one so inexperieiiced in mat- 
ters of local taxation as I to attempt 
to voice an opinion en the subject of a 
tax on local businesses. The tax hag 
been discussed intelligently in two 
letters to the Star-Chronicle. Perhaps 
I should leave it at that. However, in 
my confused ramblings through the 
subject I may be able to clarify the 
thoughts of some who are in much the 
same doubt as myself. 

It seems to me that no matter where 
a tax is imposed it is always the ulti- 
mate Consumer who “pays the shot”, 
Our businessmen: must live, If a bus- 
iness tax is imposed upon them, they 
will merely hand it on to their. cug- 
tomers in the shape of higher prices 
for goods, Such an indirect tax has one 
great advantage—as we, the consum- 
ers, cannot so readily. see it, we do not 
object so violently as if the tax were 
levied directly upon our landed prop- 
erty. But we pay it just the same. 

If the tax can be more economically 
collected from the business. man, then 
let us take advantage of the saving 
and send the tax bill to him. If the 
householders object too strenuously to 
an increase in the mill rate; then it 
might be expedient to raise revenue 
by a less, painful process. But if our 
town must have more revenue to pro- 
vide the services ‘that are necessary, 
then additional taxes miist™Bbe raised 
from some source; but,'as I have said, 
it is Mr. John ‘Q, Citizen who must 
pay the-bill, It can’t or won't be borne 
by our businessmen only or by any 
other particular class of citizens. 

If the mill rate is raised to provide 
increased revenue, certain types 
citizens will be discouraged from mak- 
ing their homes in our town. For ex- 
ample, retired farmers may go to some 
other town where taxes’are apparently 
lower. If a business tax were imposed, 
new businesses would be less likely to 
be opened up. So: perhaps "it could be 
said that the one type of tax would be 
more likely to make our town an en- 
ergetic, thriving business centre; the 
other type of tax would make it a 
cosy, comfortable, sociable hamlet. 
But here I am just surmising. 

Is it conceivable that a business tax 
could be levied without a resulting 
increase in prices? If competition of 
neighboring towns. is such as to pre- 
vent a boosting of prices, can our own 
business men pay the tax out of ex- 
cess. profits?’ These are. questions that 


I shall not attempt to answer. If we

NEW INSECTICIDES 
AND BEE POISONING 


For years arsenicals such as paris). 


green and lead arsenate sprayed or 
dusted’ on vegetable crops and or- 
chards to control harmful insects, were 
one of the chief hazards in the bee- 
keeping industry. The use of arsenicals 
with the 


introduction of new insecticides which 


are as effective or more effective in 


the control of most insects, and which 
are generally less hazardous to bees, 
livestock and humans, says H. Mc- 
Mahon of the Dominion Entomoldégical 
Laboratory, Saskatoon. 

These ‘recently, introduced chemicals 
include DDT, toxaphene, and © chior- 


ely used of these and the most read- 
ily available. It is used in buildings #0 
control flies, in gardens and orchards 
to contro] a number of insects, and in 
alfalfa fields to control Lygus bugs. 
Chlordane and toxapliene are exten- 
sively used in grasshopper control. 
Other chemicals, foot extensively used 


ide and parathion. 
Before an insecticide is licensed for 
sale, experimental work is undertaken 
to assess its effectiveness in destroy- 
ing harmful insects and to assure ita 
safety with livestock and humans. 
Considerable study has been given 
to the possible danger to boney beés 
from the use of these newer insectic- 
ides. This has consisted of laboratory 
work to measure their toxicity to bees, 
and also field work to appraise the 
actual danger to bees when the insect- 
icides are aplied to field plants. In the 
laboratory, bees have been fed definite 
quantities of chemicals to learn their 
toxicity as stomach poisons. Caged 
bees have been dusted or sprayed 
with the chemical, or allowed to walk 
over grass or paper treated with def- 
inite amounts of chemical; to obtain a 
measure of their contact toxicity. The 
fumigation action of these chemicals 
has been compared by placing bees in 
cages above plates, or areas on which 
quantities of the chemicals have been 
applied. These laboratory tests serve 
only .to meadure the comparative tox- 
icity of the different insecticides, 
They can only indicate the probable 
dangér to bees when the chemicals are 
applied to plants. . 
Supplementing this laboratory work 
field experiments have carried 
out in which bees from certain colon- 
jes have been marked with fichsine 
dyes so that they can be identified in 
the field. In this way it has been pos- 
sible to determine the mortality occur 
ring in such celonies when the bees 
are foraging on plants treated with 
different insecticides, compared 
with those visiting untreated plants. 
Some of. this work has carried 
out in alfalfa fields. 
The results of these

DDT and toxaphene are _ relatively 
safe chemicals when used in quantities 
not greater than 1%. pounds per acre,

Chlordane is highly toxic to bees as 
a stomach poison, as a contgect poison, 
and as a fumigant.

BIG GAME BAG LIMITS. 
REDUCED FOR 1949 


Reduction in bag limits from six 
animals to three are prescribed in Al- } 
berta’s big game regulations for 1949, 
released recently by Hon. N. BE: Tan- 
ner, Minister of Lands and Forests. 
Insteag of a moose, an elk and a deer 


as in 1948, only one of these animals | 


may be taken during the 1949 season. 


Last year hunters were allowed both a | 


sheep and a goat, but under the new 


regulations only one or the other of 


these animals may be taken. ; 

Piminished supplies of big game 
have necessitated the, step. 

The season for sheep and goats 
opens September 15th and runs to Oc- 
tober 15th throughout the Province. 
Season for deer, moose and elk ex- 
tends from November Ist to November 
80th. For grizzly bear, black, brown or 
cinnamon bear there will be two open 
seasons, first from September 15th to 
November 30th and again from April 
ist to June 4th of next year. 

Co-incident with the release of the 
big game regulations, Mr. Tanner an- 
nounced that on and after May 4th, 
1949 fur royalties on,.all coyotes, bad- 
gers and skunks killed in the Province 
are cancelled. The minister states that 
this step was taken to encourage hunt 
ers in the campaign against these pre 
datory animals, Prior to cancellation 


royalties to the amount of 15¢ for bad 
ger, 10c for skunk, 25c for coyotes were 
collected. 

In the seasons outlined above, both | 
residents and nan-residents will be’ 
allowed to take three animals under a| 
big game license. One of these may be 
either a male sheep or a male or fe- 
male goat. Another may be either 
male deer, a male moose or a nate 
elk. The third may be either a grizzly 
bear or a black, brown or cinnamon 
bear. In the case of any kind of bear, 
females With cubs are protected. 

Special licenses will be issued to 
both residents and non-residents for 


taking their quota of one deer,, elk or 
moose from September 15th to Oct- 
ober 15th in that portion of the Atha- 
basca Forest Reserve lying west of 
the South Sulphur River from the 
Jasper Park boundary to its junction 
with the Smoky. River, thence follow- 
ing the Smoky River to where it in- 
tersects the northern boundary of the 
Forest Reserve.

Our Liberties 


Continued from last week 

Like truth, freedom is a matter of 
reconciling and combining opposites, 
and it takes a broad and impartial 
mind to make the adjustment with an 
approach to correctness. The world is 
exercised today to find a common 
denominator for those who wave a red 
flag and shout about the rights of man 
those who wave a Union Jack and sing 
“Britons Never Shall Be Slaves,” and 
those who salute ‘the Stars and Stripes 
as the emblem of Democracy. 

There is conflict in individual liber- 
ties, too. The right of free speech does 
not carry with it a license to slander 
freedom of religion does not effect a 
conrplete release from civic responsib- 
ility; liberty of the person does not 
imply the abolition of prisons. In. fact, 
freedom along certain lines’ always 
implies restrictions along other lines. 
Freedom's Duties 

“A free man is as jealous of his res- 
ponsibilities as he is of his liberties.” 
This was said by Dr. F, Cyril James, 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of Mc- 
Gill, University, when he addressed the 
American Academy of, Political and 
Social Science last year. It is a pro- 
found truth, whose universal accept- 
ance would settle all the temporal dis- 
putes, difficulties and heartaches that 
trouble the world today. | 

It is not a new truth, but one lost 
sight of with calamitous results. When 
the Declaration of Rights was before 
the French National Assembly, at the 
time of the French Revolution, one of 
the members remarked that if a Dec- 
laration of Rights was published it 
should be accompanied ‘by a Declara- 
tion ‘of Duties. His voice was lost, in 
the popular habel. 

There is no Hberty save in respon- 
sibility, The man who is not respons- 


ible for something in the way of a 
contribution to human welfare is not 
behaving as a freé man should. There 


are things which it is his duty to do, 
and he may rightfully be made -res- 


ponsible to society if he does not do 
them. 

Only a highly developed man takes the 
broad view that protection of civil 


rights begins with respect for the 
rights of others. To be free means that 
a man concedes to others their right to 
differ from him, and is not too easily 
shocked or scandalized when tastes 
differ. He holds his own ‘convictions 
rather tentatively, remembering that 
he may be wrong. He is specially care- 


ful about beliefs which assign duties 
and obligations to others, because 
when he demands their consent and 
action he trespasses on their freedom. 


In fact, that society is most free in 
which people have learned the Iésson 


} of minding their own business. 
Tolerance is Essential 
Friendly tolerance is far more effec- 
tice in building freedom within a state 
than are all the laws ever enacted. A 
really tolerant people will allow the 


widest possible private liberty, relying 
upon the common sense of responsible 
individuals, the force of public disap- 
proval, and the usages of custom and 
convention to restrain excesses, 
There are broad values in tolerance. 
Remembering always that there are 
two sides to every case has practical 
usefulness as well as idealistic virtue. 
The greatest orator gave one of anti- 
quity said that he always studied his

Every man who aspires to true free- 
dom will keep in mind three precepts 
without which there can be'no effec- 
tive liberty: What we believe is not 
necessarily true; what we like is not

What is the Trend? . 

Let’s look at what freedom meant in 
the past and what is being done to pre 
serve and extend it today. 

The western nations groped their 
way toward freedom over the centur- 
ies, by reyolution and evolution, em+ 
phasizing always the civil and politi- 
cal rights necessary to the freedom of 
the individual, 

The English followed a logical dev- 
elopment. King Alfred ordered that 
history should be truly set down: 
thus, law by law, the right of the 
folk to safe-conduct in their life and 
work, and to justice at the hands of 
their rulers, is asserted and re-assert- 
ed. 

In the course of centuries . there 
came into being a new freedom, com- 
pounded of this step by step march of 
the English, the rugged, individual and 
belligerent freedom of the Scotsman, 
the emotional, minor-key illogical lib- 


erty of the Irishman. It is no wonder y 


that Canadians, inheritors of it all, 
find it difficult to put into a short 
sentence an dnswer to the question: 
“what is Freedom?” 
There’ were obstacles to 


be over- 


new buisnesses - that have sought to 
enter the town, it is possible that 
our business men put themseives 
in a position where they can exact 
monopoly profits. If, on the other hand 
our Councils have freely granteg lic- 
enses to all and sundry who have ap- 
plied for them; then free competition _ 
must surely have prevented excessive 
profits. 


But why all the present objection to 
an increase in the mill rate?

The cost of living has officially risen 
over sixty percent. As the cost of food 
has bounced 120 percent, the “little 
man's” cost of living has increased far 
more than has the rich man’s Perhaps 
the cost of living of the average local 
citizen has increased seventy percent 
or a little better, but his income has 
jumped as least proportionately. 

But have taxes risen that much? I 
have no definite figures showing réla- 
tive taxes in 1939 and in 1949, but I 
would guess that they haye increased 
much less. How can the Town be as 
efficiently run as before when the 
costs of materials and labor that it 
must use have goné up. faster than 
has the revenue? 


Naturally I occasionally hear mur- 
murings, about inefficiency in’ admin- 
istration. But until I see or hear of

First experiment with a small piece 
of the plastie in thé attachment to see 
how it can best be handled and to ad- 
just tension or stitching. If there 
seems tobe some tackiness in the 
stitching, try rubbing the plate ‘of the 
machine with soap. This acts as a 
lubricant. If there is some stickiness 
in the material a dusting of taleum 
powder may help. A very thin film of 
oil may soften a stiff surface,

If oil leaks from the machine on the 
work, the blade may not pick up .the 
plastic goods. Dust the plastic goods 
under the blade lightly with taloum 

When doing a large ‘amount of ruf 
fling, the teeth may get dull and sti- 
tches may skip. This may be due to an 
oily or waxy deposit, on the. teeth And 
ruffling blade. To remedy this pass a 
narrow strip of emery cloth, from 
front to back, between the blades. This 
removes the deposit and sharpens the 
teeth of the blades, 

Use the binder for attaching cotton 
binding. Follow the directions given 
for this attachment. For’ best results 
in attaching plastic binding cut it % 
inch wide. Since it does not fray do 
not turn in the edges. Then proceed as 
when attaching cotton binding— _ re- 
member do not turn down the raw ed- 
ges. 


‘To avoid difficulty when using the 
hemmer, first pass a needle, threaded 
with a double thread, through the very 
edge of the plastic to be hemmed. 
Place the double thread in the right 
hand. Ease the point of the plastic 
into the hemmer. At the same time 
gently pull the main thread. This 
draws the goods into correct position 
and gives a true fold at edge of gar- 
ment. You may need to practise this. 

Experiment with the other attaeh- 
ments if other effects are desired.

‘It it is ‘correct that Washington 
declines to let London and Ottawa in 
on some atomic secrets here is some- 
thing to be said in defence. While it 
ig true that the Canadian government 


prosecuted and sent to prison a few 
proven agents of Moscow it is aiso 


| true that such agents found little dif- 


ficulty getting into positions where 
they could serve their foreign masters 
and it is not at all certain some others 
are not left in the services in West- 
minster under a government that was 
more susceptible to Communist  in- 
fluence and infiltration. 


They can of course point the finger 
of suspicion against the administra- 
tion' in Washington, and not without 
eause, for both Roosevelt and Truman 
were generally passive in support of 
and sometimes active in opposition to 
the Committee on un-American Activ- 
ities which for a decade did excellent 
work along the line indicated by the 
Committee's name, The suspicion had 
firm basis espécially during the Roos- 
evelt period when the Hyde Park Roos 
evelts openly consorted with’ known 
Communists. Both Roosevelt and Tru- 
Man were opposed to Communism but 
both hated to lose the votes of so-call 
ed liberal or advanced thinkers of the 
Wallace type. 


Like every other secret, that of the 
atom “know how” is safer when held 
oy one than by three. This is especial- 
ty true when nuclear scientists are in- 
volved. So many of them have shown 
themselves imbued, yes obsessed, with 
the notion that the secrets should be 
made known to all as they become 
known to oné. A very wealthy scientist 
is serving a term in prison in Canada 
because he saw no reason why Russia 
should not have our secrets inasmuch 
as Russia was our ally. At no time was 
Russia a dependable aly and in the 
last war she was anything else but—. 


Seeing that. it was doomed to fail- 
ure, the President of the Canadian 
Seaman's Union calleg off the strike 
in’ England, but the strike in Canada 
goes on. That it failed in England was 
due to the more resolute attitude of 
the Attlee government: That it has 
been going on in Canada for several 
years and is still to go on is due to the 
supine, and irresolute attitude of the 
Canadian government, The strike here 
had all the elements of piracy and re- 
bellion and it would never have spreag 
to other lands and seas if the Ministers 
of Labour, Transport and Justice had 
not been afraid of the labor vote.

in a pftoper manner, to take care of 
himself,at the toilet without help, to 
wash his face and hands. It should not 
be expected that he complete intricate 


tasks such as tying. shoe ‘laces al-| 


though many children can do. this at 
the age of, six. , 

(b) The child. should have acquired 
the ability to move about with a mea- 
sure of steadiness. He should be able 
to. walk, run and’ play. Me should be 
ible to go to school alone without the 
wuidance of his parents. 

(c) He should be able to perform sim 
ple household duties, run errands, etc 
He should be able to use a wagon, 

‘sleigh, skates, skiis and common tools 
such as scissors ang hammer, 

(a) His vocabulary should be such 
that he can speak in sentences, both 
‘compound and complex. He should: be 
able to: name common objects and tell 
about them. 

(e) He should have the ability to 
make fiends, to get along with other 
| children, to enjoy playing competitive 
games such as hide and seek, and table 
games such as checkers, dominoes 
and parchesi. These games require, a 
knowledge of factors such as taking 
your own turn. : 

One of’ the greatest factors in pro. 
moting or retarding social develop- 
opment is the education policy. and 
practices of the parents. . 

The child needs three things in or- 
der to make progress: * 

(1) An opportunity to learn by trial 
and error—not too much over-protect- 
iveness or fearfulness on the part of 
the parents. \ { 

(2) The child should receive encour- 
agement for his attempts to learn and 
praise for his successes. 

(3) He should be handled patiently 
and sympathetically when he is trying 
to learn. 

(It) Emotional Maturity: 

(a) The child is not fully emotion- 
ally mature if he has fears such as 
fear of the dark, fear of animals or 
common objects. 

This does not mean that the child 
should not be cautious. Modern life 
demands many cautions but few fears. 
Almost all fears are home grown and 
can be prevented by an understanding 
attitude’on the part of the parents. 

(b) A child is emotionally immature 
if he tries to get his way by sulking 
Or pouting or by the use of temper 
tantrums. Such children are not emo- 
tionally ready for beginning sthool.. 
(111) Physical Development: 

The child should be well developed 
‘and healthy, Before being sent to 
school for the first time, every child 
should receive a thorough physical 
checkrup. Diseased tonsils, teeth and 
other defects shoulg be taken care af. 
If necessary the’ child should be pro- 
vided with glasses. , 

If the child is well ana strong he 
will be able to take’ part in ali normal 
school activities and will not develop 
an inferiority complex in relation’ to 
his own abilities. 

A child entering a Grade 1. class- 
room must be expected to perform the 
usual classroom tasks. Amongst these 
we have the léarning of the fundamen- 
pa number work, reading and print-
